It sure hurts to see so many lice fattening on the 
war effort. 


Profiteers are having a drunken holiday, what with 
runaway price-boosting and speculation in food, war ma- 
terials, and all necessities, 


Who can deny that Negro-baiting and anti-Semitism are spread- 
ing like swamp fever in America, and that the liberals (so called) aid 
the Hitler propaganda to split us off from our Russian ally? 


It would be easy to disillusion anyone with this war merely by 
listing in detail the reactionary deeds that are done by Congress be- 
hind the backs of the fighting soldiers and seamen of America. Here 
is a vast betrayal of the people, and is grows bolder every day.

The war guarantees that millions of active fascists will be de- 
stroyed by the end of the fighting. They and their abysmal sadist 
leaders, they, and the whole science and system of cruelty and oppres- 
sion they have erected cannot survive a defeat of their armies. 


The reactionaries of America and Burope know this better than 
many of the democratic and labor elements. ; 


The reactionaries put most of their effort into any scheme or in- 
trigue that will slacken the destruction of Hitlerism on the battlefield. 


The reactionaries do not need to hold conferences or draw up 
agreements or form coalitions. In Berlin as in Washington, London 
or Casablanca, they know with all the force of instinct, that when 
Hitler and his system are rooted out of the body of the world, they 
too will be torn up by the roots.

Victory at Mateur 


O boys have smashed through a des- 

perately defended area in the mountain 
passes and formidable hills of north Tunisia 
to take the important town of Mateur. Axis 
communications between Tunis and Bizerte 
are now seriously interrupted; Bizerte itself 
is only 18 miles away, and the entire enemy 
position on this sector is now crumbling 
before the American advance, ably assisted 
by French and British allies. 


Our victory is clean-cut. It comes after 
very hard fighting, and is all the more im- 
posing in the light of the setbacks which 
our green troops suffered in mid-February 
at Kasserine pass. It’s clear that our sol- 
diers have become seasoned. Their fighting 
edge is greatly sharpened, and the skill of 
our commanders improved. The nation re- 
joices and unites in homage to our fighting 
forces. 

But what stands out most strikingly from 
this victory is the fact that the Axis is 
finished in Tunisia. Most commentators 
agree that this last Axis foothold can be 
taken this month. The enemy no longer 
represents the slightest menace to our North 
African position, which is strategically under 
firm control. 

In other words, there is nothing in Tu- 
nisia which presents an obstacle to the 
immediate opening of an all-out attack on 
Hitler through France and the Low Coun- 
tries. By their capacity to come back and 
lick the Nazis man for man, our boys have 
shown their readiness for second front 
action in Europe proper. 

The Soviet and British peoples clearly 
expect such all-out, second-front fighting at 
any moment. They realize that these are 
the days to beat Hitler to the punch by two- 
front warfare. Americans everywhere share 
that expectation, now that aerial warfare 
has so thoroughly prepared the way for 
land forces in France. 

In wiring congratulations to Lieutenant 
General George Patton and his men, Amer- 
ican labor re-afflrms its readiness for the 
showdown in western Europe now.

Tax Debate Sharpens 


As this is written Congress is again discussing pay- 
as-you-go taxation. But, regardless of the outcome 
of the vote on the present measure, Congress still has 
ahead of it one of the basic jobs in the whole economic 
stabilization program, It must carry out the task 
assigned by the President in his budget message of 
January. It must raise at least $16,000,000,000 in 
additional taxes needed to bring the Treasury's collec- 
tions to about $50,000,000,000 in the next fiscal year, 

After the Rumil-Carison Dill, involving «a 
$10,000,000,000 loss to the Treasury, was defeated in 
the House, along with the first House Ways and 
Means Committee “compromise” bill, it was clear that 
Congress was in favor of some pay-as-you-go tax plan 
that would not give the upper-bracket taxpayers the 
colossal windfalls contemplated in the long-discussed 
Rum! plan. 

What is needed is obviously some plan which will 
synchronize tax payments and earnings for the vast 
majority of low income taxpayers without subjecting 
them to double taxation in a transition year. 

The guiding principle in any scheme for tax abate- 
ment in a transition year should be to grant relief 
(cancellation) only where it is needed. It is obviously 
the low income taxpayers that need such relief. And 
low income taxpayers, it should be remembered, con- 
stitute about 90 per cent of all taxpayers.
